HE Mouth of the River of London- 
Derry, hes abour IFeſt and by South 
or Veſt South Weji trom Aantyre 10 
the Highlands of Scotland, and isnor 
bove Fourtcen or Fifrecn _ diltant from 
: As you Enter it upon the eſt 1s a Fort 
called Greea-Caſtle , but is of no Importance, 
the River being to wide there that they -can 
eaſtly gon without the reach of this Caſtle : 
Abour Sever: or Ei gia Mites . aboye it hes ano- 
rher called Red Calif» , bur is of as little ule as 
the former , the Re cr likewiſe being of that 
Bredth rherc, that no Shot can reach them 
from this Fort. Above this , abour 1 hree or 
E908 Miles diſtance is another called I//hite- 
Caltle, which is Situarcd berweena quarter afd 
half a:mile from the River , which 13 of as 
lictle uſe ro hinder Landing 25 cicher of the 
tormer ; tot though rhe River be Narrower 
Nan at the former Two o, yer 1t being ar rhat 
diſtance from the River :cannot hinder the 
Emrance of any Sh1ps. Berwixt this Place 
and rhe going in ar the Fort of Kulmere 1s ſhal- 
TY Warcr, to that no Ships of any conlider- 
Ic Burchcn ca Enter bur about the Spring- 
Tt and therefore, though tne Major Ge- 
neral has Entred »the Mouth of i, River a- 
bove In or I welve Days agoe, yet upon 
Sounding the Depth of the River he found , 
thar he could nor faſcly go in, till ſuch time it 
's High-water, unlels he was relolyed roftrand 
> $2:ps. The Fortof Kulmorets about I hrec 
Nuics trom London-D:rry, bur 1 I 1s not of ſuch 
importance as Papi!!s and other Dilatected 
Perſons would make the Wortd believe. For 
in rhe rume of rhe lare Irith Rebellion ( ſince 
winch time the Fort has hag no addinons of 
ſtrength that we hear of ) when the IT own of 
London-Derry was Blockt up as itraitly as now 
't 1s, and when there were Not above 509 in 
Garrifon j 112 1t aud endured 2 Seige of above 
51x Months, Coll. was tent ro reinforce 
ir With one Regimen it only , he was forced to 
Wait for the Spring-Tiac, Leforc he could pats 
TiC Port of Kulmore , though 
vnile tne Beteiged keepr Cor reſpoadence , by 
*e111::9 12 the Night tine fomc Perſons FA 
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could Swim well down r0 him, who brought 
zncelligence back from him 202in to the I own 
till ſuch time as hc had W ater CNOUgA To Carry 
his Ships over; at which rime, hd he had 
but onc Man of War in his Company , and 
there was a Chain OVer rhe Raver by Kulmore. 

ct he cafily broke the Chain, and paſſed that 

*Ort Without recciv ng any conſiderable Dam: 
age. Andnodoubr rhe Beſeiged keeps as gocd 
Correſpondence with the Major General now, 
as thoſe did then; and” he having Four Men 
of War in his Company will Eater with leſs 
Damage We tbey did. 


The Town it felf hes hah thanthe Land 
within Shor ot ir, and is for the moſt part fur- 
rounded with the River and Boggs,lo that they 
can caſily defend themſelves a contiderable time 
againſt the Enemy. Ir has Four Gates, butchers 
Cate , Ferry Gate, 1 iſlcxs Gate and SL; ts Gate. 
Ia the middlcot che Tous: is the 1 larket- -place, 
where 1s likewiſe rhe Guzid-hal! of the Town. 
It is ſufficiently Planted abour with great Guns 
for Annoving their Encmucs: Ir has Proviſions 
fufficicor , chere having teveral Ships got in 
thither within theſe Four Weeks from Seorland, 
ſo that we necd nor doubr , bur what by the 
{trength of the Town ana the Valour of the 
Inbabirans (which has been ſufficiently de- 
monltrated by TIC orcat Havock :licy- have 
made, as well of the Greateſt of tacir Officers. 
as Of the Privare Sentinals of their Encm! '&&) 
it will be able ro hold our till fuch time as the .
